CREED. 
To say, or even to imply, that a public 
man is the less likely to be of high service 
because of a good character and extraor­ 
dinary mental gifts, is to deny a funda­ 
mental American faith. 
If this sort of no­ 
tion is to prevail, we may as well disman­ 
tle our schools and give up our common 
stock of political sayings, comments the 
New York Times. Has it become true that 
we do not want the best man to win? 
Must our boast that America keeps a ca­ 
reer open to talents be modified by ex­ 
plaining that we mean only small talents? 
We have taught and preached and labor­ 
ed to bring about a state of mind which 
would welcome and acclaim in our public 
life men of known virtue and approved 
capacity. 
Now that such a man is believ­ 
ed to have appeared in the person of Mr. 
Davis, are we going to repudiate him? If 
we do, we shall be repudiating not him 
but all our own professed ideals, and 
shall be tacitly admitting that our striv­ 
ings for political betterment through the 
agency of better men have all along been 
a hollow sham.

The tender new carrots are de­ 
licious put through the meat grind­ 
er, added to a cupful of cooked 
fresh peas and a half cupful of 
chopped peanuts. Serve on lettuce 
after mixing well with a good salad 
dressing. 
Gypsy Stew.—Take a few carrots, 
an equal quantity of green peas and 
new potatoes and a cupful of the 
tender green onions. 
Cook until 
tender In water to cover, adding a 
slice or two of diced and browned 
salt pork, fat and all. 
When the 
vegetables are tender season with 
salt and pepper and add enough 
milk to make sufficient liquid. Serve 
hot. 
Hot Slaw.—Cut cabbage with a 
slicer very fine. 
Bruise it with a 
potato masher to draw out the 
Juices. 
Beat two eggs, add two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of sugar, a tablespoon­ 
ful of butter, a dash of cayenne and 
mustard and a cupful of mild vine­ 
gar. 
Cook In a double boiler until 
smooth, then stir Into the cabbage 
while It is still hot. 
A most delicious dish of cabbage 
may be prepared as a scalloped 
dish. 
Put the cooked cabbage Into 
a baking dish in layers with but­ 
tered crumbs and bits of butter.
